orders  and  instructions  of  the  Chiefs  of  Staff  Depabtmekts  to 
^ir  subordinates  must  be  communicated  through  the  respective  military 
commanders  of  these  officers.   Discipline  and  efficiency  can  only  be  pre- 
served by  a  rigid  adherence  to  this  rule.
